continues, and the situation is unchanged 


. except that there arc a great nuinbor of 


needy ones among the strikers. Hundreds 
of them mako their appearance daily at tho 
office of the overseer of tho poor request- 
ing aid. Of course, uo ouo is allowed to 
starve but assistance 
is dolt 
out to 


them 
very 
moagorly. 
Most 
of 


them to declare to tho overseer of tho poor 
their desiro to go to work, and that it was 
not their wish to stop at all last Thursday, 
only ouo out of iivo hundred, who requested 
aid, shpwad a determination to continue her 
"vacation" tho full thirty days. She was 
allowed to seek aid elsewhere. 


Tho balloting yesterday'by tho help to de- 


cide whether they should .go to work next 
Tuesday if they word allowed to do so by 
tho manufacturers, or continue tho strike 
for" the full thirty days, was a great farco 
and is thought to be simply an advertise- 
ment for Harriman the second-hand furniture 
man, at whoso shop tho polls were lo- 
cated. Out of tho iUteon thousand opera- 
tives, on strike, only between thrco and 
four thousand voted—-2520 voted to rouiain 
on strike 
and 12S7 to go to work next 


Tuesday. In tho first place a great many of 
the mill managers are at Saratoga, in tho 
country or at the seaside enjoying tho vaca- 
tion given them by tho help, and a number 
of tho mills have taken the opportunity to 
repair their machinery. In the next placo 
it is estromly doubtful if tho mills would be 
started up before tho first of September 
even if all of tho managers were in town; 
and there is a possibility of their not start- 
ing up even then.
